M a n i l a , July 3.—Today the public 
schools in Manila opened. It is expected 
that there will be 5,000 children in at­ 
tendance. The teachers include Ameri­ 
cans, Spaniards aud Filipinos. 
One of 
the instructors is the widow of the Fili­ 
pino patriot, Dr. Rizel, who prepared 
the statutes of the Philippine League, 
and who, when about to board the 
steamer at Barcelona in the autumn of 
1896, was arrested by the Spanish au­ 
thorities and sent to Manila, where he 
was tried by courtmartial on a charge 
of having organized the uprising in the 
Philippines, sentenced to death and shot 


W orcester OI 
tne eommis.<ion visited 
the principal towns iu the province ot 
Cavite, out of which the natives were 
recently driven. Their chief purpose 
W a s to direct the elections of the presi, 
dents of Imus, Bacoor, Paranque and 
La* Pinas. 
Under the municipal sys­ 
tem thus inaugurated the presidents or 
the mayors of the towns are empowered 
to appoint minor officials and to levy 
taxes, which are to be e x u d e d solely 
in public improvements.

He took an entirely 
hopeful view of the general conditions 
there. 
The intelligent aud substantial 
citizens desire an American protectorate. 
The masses are awaiting the settlement 
of the war in the island of Luzon be­ 
fore declaring themselves. 
They are 
chiefly anxious to be undisturbed. 
The 
president of the town of Santo Nicolas. 
in the island of Cebu, said to Mr. Sehur- 
m au: 
We want peace, food and prosperity. 
We do not wish to tight. 
We would be 
neutral.” 
Tile president of 
tile commission 
thought this declaration fairly expressed 
the sentiments of the people in the 
southern islands of tile archipelago. 
Many of the towns there are in the 
hands of small bands of baguios and 
the people fear to endorse American 
rule until they are certain that Aguin­ 
aldo must be beaten. 
Let them once be 
convinced of this and the allegiance of 
the southern islands, Mr. Schurman 
thinks can be secured by diplomacy. 
The United States gunboat Benning­ 
ton took Mr. Schurman to Mindanao 
and the islands of the Sulu and Visayan 
groups. 
He traveled through the isl­ 
and of Negros with Colonel Smith and 
a party of natives. In several of the 
principal towns ne was tendered ban­ 
quets and he had about an hour's con­ 
ference with tile young sultan of Sulu, 
who received him in the royal audience 
chamber, surrounded by a bodyguard of 
fierce looking Moros. 
Mr. Schurman told the sultan that 
the United States had acquired the 
sovereignty of the Philippines from 
Spain, but had no wish to subjugate the 
population nor to interfere with their 
customs of religion. On the contrary, 
the desire of the American government 
was to help the people of the islands to 
develop their country. 
The sultan replied that he earnestly 
desired peace and was anxious to con­ 
tinue the existing treaties. 
On the return voyage the president 
of the commission visited the town of 
Borneo, capital of British North Bor­ 
neo, where he was cordially received by 
the British officials, who afforded him 
every facility in his study of the local 
government and the customs of the peo­ 
ple. The population he found much 
like that of the southern Philippine isl­ 
ands.

It is ex pected that the idea will appeal 
to many y oung men who have a desire 
for tbe navy , bnt have heretofore been 
unable to ship on account of the usual 
surplus of such applicants. 
The g reat increase in the navy w ith­ 
in the past y ear or two has caused a 
scarcity of enlisted men in certain rat­ 
ing s as well as an absence of the neces­ 
sary number of oflicers. There seems to 
be a g ood supply of petty officers and 
apprentices, but seamen and ordinary 
seamen are scarce. There does not seem 
to be the usual number of re-enlist­ 
ments, and this is said by some naval 
officers who have g iven the matter a t­ 
tention to be due to the working s of the 
recent order that hereafter all enlist­ 
ments are for four y ears instead of 
three, for g eneral service, and the doing 
away with special service enlisments of 
one y ear. 
This, it is thoug ht, tempo­ 
rarily discourag es re-enlistments of men 
who think four y ears a long time to 
ship for. 
That this will be any thing 
but temporary is not g enerally believed, 
althoug h it causes some inconvenience 
while the readjustment to new condi­ 
tions is g oing on. 
Another reason for the scarcity of 
available seamen is the nnmber of men 
wffio are receiving special instruction in 
g unnery ships and schools, at the tor­ 
pedo station at Newport, in electricity 
at New York navy y ard and elsewere. 
All these branches of special instruction 
take men away from the cruising ships. 
These branches of instruction have been 
added to the naval establishment, or, if 
ex isting before, have been larg ely in­ 
creased and their scope widened, since 
the Spanisb-Ameircan war. It is in line 
with the policy of the navy department 
to keep the service up to date. 
Tbe 
school of instruction in electricity at 
the New York navy y ard takes in offi­ 
cers as well as enlisted men, and is ex ­ 
pected to be of g reat benefit when those 
who are receiving the instrnction are 
sent to sea ag ain and have the duties of 
caring for the many electrical devices 
and apparatus now so plentiful in tbe 
new ships and which w ill be even more 
so in the vessels of the battleship class 
about to be added to the navy . 
The working s of the school of elec­ 
tricity and g unnery classes at W ashing ­ 
ton and on the g unnery ship Amphitrite 
are such that a y oung man in the navy 
today is enabled practically to choose his 
own course and receive valuable in­ 
struction from the g overnment, which 1 
will not only be useful to him if he re­ 
mains in the service many y ears, but 
will be valuable to him in civil life if 
he leaves the navy . Any deserving man |

etrnction, and just now an application 
of that sort is pretty certain to take the 
applicant where he wants to g o. 
This 
opens up a new value to the navy , and 
in the opinion of those who favor the 
scheme it will attract many of the l>et- 
ter class of y oung men as soon as it he- 
comes g enera lly known that the na vy 
does offer such chances.

Finding considerable difficulty iii get 
ting a sufficient number of seamen to 
fill the vacancies existing in the ships of 
the navy, the department at W ashing­ 
ton has devised a new scheme to re­ 
move the difficulty. 
Orders have been 
sent to the receiving ships at New York. 
Boston and Philadelphia to enlist 150 
landmen of good character and in all 
ways the 
most 
desirable men who 
can be obtained, aud as soon as shipped 
these men will be transferred to the 
vessels of the north Atlantic squadron, 
commanded by Rear Admiral Sampson, 
without regard to the authorized com­ 
plements of those ships. 
This body of men, none of whom is 
supposed to know anything nautical, 
will receive special attention aud in­ 
struction on board the seagoing ships in 
order to make of them efficient men-of 
w ar’s men. 
Ju st how this plan will 
work will be watched w ith interest 
Usually raw recruits for the navy are 
broken in on board the receiving ships 
before being sent to sea, but by this 
new plan they will be sent to sea first. 
It is expected th at the idea will appeal 
to m any young men who have a desire 
for the navy, but have heretofore been 
unable to ship on account of the nsual 
surplus of such applicants. 
The great increase in the navy w ith­ 
in the past year or tw o bas caused a 
scarcity of enlisted men in certain ra t­ 
ings as well as an absence of the neces­ 
sary number of officers. There seems to 
be a good supply of petty officers and 
apprentices, but seamen and ordinary 
seamen are scarce. There does not seem 
to be the usual num ber of re-enliet- 
ments, and this is said by some naval 
officers who have given the m atter a t­ 
tention to be due to the workings of the 
recent order that hereafter all enlist­ 
ments are for four years instead of 
three, for general service, and the doing 
away with special service enlisments of 
one year. 
This, it is thought, tempo­ 
rarily discourages re-enlistm ents of men 
who think four years a long tim e to 
ship for. 
That this will be anything 
but tem porary is not generally believed, 
although it canses some inconvenience 
while the readjustm ent to new condi­ 
tions is going on. 
Another reason for the scarcity of 
available seamen is the num ber of men 
who are receiving special instruction in 
gunnery ships and schools, at the tor­ 
pedo station at Newport, in electricity 
at New York navy yard and elsewere. 
All these branches of special instruction 
take men away from the cruising ships. 
These branches of instruction have been 
added to the naval establishment, or, if 
existing before, have been largely in ­ 
creased and their scope widened, since 
the Spanish-Am eircan war. It is in line 
with the policy of the navy departm ent 
to keep the service up to date. 
The 
school of instruction in electricity at 
the New York navy yard takes in offi­ 
cers as well as enlisted men, and is ex­ 
pected to be of great benefit when those 
who are receiving the instruction are 
sent to sea again and have the duties of 
caring for the m any electrical devices 
and apparatus now so plentiful in the 
new ships and which w ill be even more 
so in the vessels of the battleship class 
about to be added to the navy. 
The workings of the school of elec­ 
tricity and gunnery classes at W ashing­ 
ton and on the gunnery ship A m phitrite 
are such th at a young m an in the navy 
today is enabled practically to choose his 
own course and receive valuable in ­ 
struction from the government, which 
will not only be useful to him if be re­ 
mains in the service m any years, but 
will be valuable to him in civil life if 
he leaves the navy. Any deserving man 
of good record may apply at any time 
to be sent to one of these schools of in­ 
struction, and just now an application 
of that sort is pretty certain to take the 
applicant where he wants to go. 
This 
opens up a new value to the navy, and 
in the opinion of those who favor the 
scheme it will attract many of the bet­ 
ter class of young men as soon as it be­ 
comes gen erally known that the navy 
does offer such chances. 
Of course the gunnery schools are use­ 
ful mainly to train naval gunners in 
the ways which will bring forth good 
marksmen and enable the United States 
navy to m aintain the record it bas al­ 
ways held for unequaled fighting gun 
fire.

Joseph Wood. gunner's mate in the 
navy and nerving on the Monadnock at 
Manila, hen written a letter to hie fa 
ther in W allington, nuder date cf 
May 15, I HOU, Hays the Washington 
Post, in which he says 
“ We do a great deal of firing here 
since our general attack on March 25, 
bot it is not at all decisive and is done 
more to harass the Filipinos and keep 
them from extending their lines than 
anything else, and, of coarse, now the 
navy’s sphere of action is very lim ited 
in this nneqnal contest, and our valiant 
arm y m ust finish the splendid work it 
has m aintained w ith such constant vig­ 
or until the backbone of the rebellion 
is broken and the Filipinos completely 
subjugated. 
“ But it is a terrible war, fought be­ 
neath the sun of a torrid clime, through 
jungle, swamp and creeks, w ith the 
dread fever ever on the ascendency, 
w ith no high land to change the mode 
of living either as yet, but the enemy, 
retreating from Calumpit, will be final­ 
ly forced to the billa 
Then this cam ­ 
paign will at last be more healthful. 
“ In Cavite on April 25 I m et some 
of the Tenth Pennsylvania regim ent, 
ju st back from the front, or firing line, 
where they had been stationed contin­ 
uously since Feb. 4. 
They are from 
near Pittsburg and Uniontown, about 
60 miles from the Smoky City, and 
oame to these islands 1,200 strong 
They are now considerably depleted by 
disease and the results of battles, and 
said when they got beneath a roof 
again ‘the equal of the soft side of a 
pine floor for a bed couldn’t be beat. 
“ And what soldiers they are I 
I 
should like now to hear w hat some of 
the critics of our volunteers would say 
could they see these seasoned and vet­ 
eran troops returning from their bril 
liant work, exposure and hardship, and 
yet quite as eager to go again to the 
fire line when the opportunity will per­ 
m it 
So they all say 
“ Adm iral Dewey came aboard the 
Monadnock last Monday, aud I saw no 
change in his appearanca 
He locks 
quite aa usual and stepped from his 
launch Undine to our decks w ith the 
same springing step as ever, and found 
a few moments, too, in which to sky­ 
la rk w ith his Chinese chow dog Bobbie 
T his dog, by the way, is ever w ith him 
when he leaves the Olympia and seems 
much attached to his master. This ref­ 
erence to the adm iral may tend to dis­ 
credit the home papers which have ap­ 
parently endeavored to create an im ­ 
pression that he was gradually breaking 
down. It grows w arm er hereabout Ma­ 
nila, and since the change of the mon­ 
soon it rains incessantly. However, our 
most disagreeable weather is yet to 
come and will add much to the dis­ 
comfort of our troops. ” 


Silas Elder of Kansas, who is serving 
in the Philippines, w rites home 
“ We 
were all crazy to get on the firing line 
when we first came here, but let me 
tell you there isu ’t a man but what 
now would rather stay in town. 
The 
women here all smoke cigars, and are 
quite liberal. 
They are very friendly 
and will 'set up ’ the cigars to any one 
they take a liking to. 
The natives are 
crazy to own a gun of some kind, and 
if I had my revolver here it would be 
an easy m atter for me to get $50 or 
$75 for it I haven’t seen a snake since 
I have been here, but there are thou 
sands of liaards. 
They grow from four 
inches to two feet long, and some of 
them are horrid looking things. 
In 
m ailing letters out here the very best 
envelopes should boused. Doable envel 
opes really are best. 
The distance is so 
far that unless this is observed the let 
tors arrive with the ends all broken 
and torn. 
We are not the least home 
sick 
and are enjoying the best 
of 
health. ” 


The following extract from the letter 
of a soldier who is serving in the Phil­ 
ippines was published in the St Louis 
Republic 
“ Among the many strange 
sights in our new islands are the trees | 
and bamboos that are all alight 
at 
night with fireflies, which seem ta I 
gather about certain trees 
Thousands 
of little lights are seen in one bam boo 
bush, like the candles on a huge Christ­ 
mas tree. The light thrown against the 
sky on a dark night, as well as the flut­ 
tering light moving about, have caused 
many soldiers to mistake them for ex­ 
ceptionally bright star clusters.

Mobs M ade Vicious 
Haul* —Fired Upon 
by T roops—Man K illed and 
A rrests Occur rod.

The sultan replied that he earnestly 
doored peace and was anxious to con­ 
tinue the existing treaties. 
On t he return voyage the president 
of the commission visited the town of 
Borneo, capital of British North Bor­ 
neo, where he was cordially Deceived by 
the British officials, who afforded him 
every facility in his study of the local 
government aud the customs of the peo­ 
ple.

Finding considerable difficulty in get 
ting a sufficient number of seamen to 
fill the vacancies existing in the ships of 
the navy, the department at W ashing­ 
ton has devised a new scheme to re­ 
move the difficulty. 
Orders have been 
sent to the receiving ships at New York. 
Boston and Philadelphia to enlist IOO 
landmen of good character and in all 
ways the 
most 
desirable 
men 
who 
can be obtained, and as soon as shipped 
thejge men w ill be transferred to the 
vessels of the north A tlantic squadron, 
commanded by Rear Admiral Sampson, 
w ithout regard to the authorized com ­ 
plements of those ships. 
This body of men, none of whom is 
supposed to know anything nautical, 
w ill receive special attention aud in­ 
struction on board the seagoing ships in 
order to make of them efficient m en-of- 
w ar’s men. 
Just bow this plan w ill 
work w ill be watched w ith interest 
Usually raw recruits for the navy are 
broken in on board the receiving ships 
before being sent to sea, but by this 
new plan they w ill be sent to sea first. 
It is expected that the idea w ill appeal 
to many young men who have a desire 
for the navy, but have heretofore been 
unable to ship on account of the usual 
surplus of such applicants. 
The great increase in the navy w ith ­ 
in the past year or two has caused a 
scarcity of enlisted men in certain rat 
ings as well as an absence of the neces 
sary number of officers. There teem s to 
be a good supply of petty officers and 
apprentices, but seamen and ordinary 
seamen are scarce. There does not seem 
to be the usual number of re-enlist­ 
ments, and this is said by some naval 
officers who have given the m atter a t­ 
tention to be due to the workings of the 
recent order that hereafter all enlist­ 
ments are for four years instead of 
three, for general service, and the doing 
away w ith special service enlism ents of 
one year. 
This, it is thought, tem po­ 
rarily discourages re-enlistm ents of men 
who think four years a long tim e to 
ship for. 
That this w ill be anything 
but temporary is not generally believed, 
although it causes some inconvenience 
w hile the readjustm ent to new condi­ 
tions is going on. 
Another reason for the scarcity of 
available seamen is the number of men 
who are receiving special instrnction in 
gunnery ships and schools, at the tor­ 
pedo station at Newport, in electricity 
ut New York navy yard and elsewere. 
All these branches of special instrnction 
take men away from the cruising ships. 
These branches of instruction have been 
added to the naval establishm ent, or, if 
existing before, have been largely in ­ 
creased and their scope widened, since 
the Spanish-Am eircan war. It is in line 
with the policy of the navy department 
to keep the service ap to date. 
The 
school of instruction in electricity at 
the N ew York navy yard takes in offi 
cera as well as enlisted men, and is ex 
pected to be of great benefit when those 
who are receiving the instruction are 
seut to sea again and have the duties of 
caring for the many electrical devices 
aud apparatus now so plentiful in the 
new ships and which w ill be even more 
so in the vessels of the battleship class 
about to be added to the navy. 
The workings of the school of elec­ 
tricity and gunnery classes at W ashing­ 
ton and on the gunnery ship Am phitrite 
are such that a young man in the navy 
today is enabled practically to choose his 
own course and receive valuable in ­ 
struction from the governm ent, which 
w ill not only be useful to him if he re- I 
mains in the service many years, but j 
w ill be valuable to bim in civil life if 
he leaves the navy. Any deserving man I 
of good record may apply at any tim e i 
to be sent to one of these schools of in ­ 
struction, and just now an application 
of th at sort i» p re tty certain to take the 
applicant where he w ants |o go. 
Thif- 
opens up a new value to the navy, aud 
in the opinion of those who favor the I 
scheme it will a ttra ct m any of the l a t ­ 
ter class of young men as soon as it bi­ 
corne- generally known that the navy 
does offer such chances. 
Of course the gunnery schools are use- j 
ful m ainly to train naval gunners in 
the ways which w ill bring forth good 
marksmen and enable the United States I 
navy to m aintain the record it bas ai 
Take in the carnival and then call on 
Joseph B r o s ., in the Diamond.

The second section of west bound 
freight No. 95. was com ing down the 
grade near the Thompson pottery w hen, 
without warning, a drawhead pulled 
out, causing the train to part. 
The 
drawhead fell on the tracks, causing the 
sam ecar to jump the track. 
The speed 
of the other cars was so great that six 
, cars were wrecked and the house owned 
by J. M. 
A ten, af No. 120 Railroad 
street, was damaged to the extent of at 
least #1,000. 


I he force of the train caused a car 
loaded with coal to jum p the track, de-

The car stopped w ithin 
three feet of Mrs. Byers, who was sleep- 
ng on a cot iu the front room of the 
first floor. 
She escaped injury as did

A fam ily named Makel, residing up­ 
stairs, were uninjured. 
The damage to
